DBl'AKTMKNTAI, WORK 

The more I think over it the more 
I am persuaded that our work among 
the deaf is the most important mis- 
sionary department of the Church. 
When the deaf have leal tied what 
precious privileges our Church af- 
fords them and what great benefits 
are bestowed on all who have receiv 
ed her Holy Sacraments worthily, 
our people will be drawn into closer 
contact with the spiritual and enjoy 
the sweet solace of religion In 
fortunately the general public is not 
familiar with nor well informed on 
this important subject. As a 
the deaf are swallowed up in the 
mass of hearing humanity. But 
signs indicate that the publk is 
awakening to the niagnitudi 
importance of our work, and the 
Church is giving it more attention 
now than ever. 

At the Missionary Council of the

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Editor Journal : — I am inform- 
ed that many deaf people who wish 
to raise money for church, charitable 
and other purposes, are planning to 
enlist the aid of John D. Rockefeller. 

This is all very good and credit- 
able, but — . 

The interest shown by Mr. Rocke- 
feller in the deaf at the Cleveland 
Convention was marked. 

No other convention of any kind 
is known ever to have received an in- 
vitation to visit Forest Hill, for the 
privacy of his home is jealously 
guarded ; Mr. Rockefeller's aversion 
to camera men is well known, but he 
consented to sit with us in the group 
photograph on the grassy slope in 
front of his residence ; he wore his 
N. A. D. membership badge with 
evident satisfaction ; time and again 
he expressed his admiration for our 
beautiful sign-language ; time and 
again his sympathy because of our 
deafness. 

All these manifestations of good- 
will may have led those of our friends 
who have churches for the deaf to 
build, or various benevolent schemes 
to bolster, to believe that Mr. Rocke- 
feller would respond to their appeals 
for aid. 

Those who know him, know he 
will not. They know it is not his 
custom to listen to such appeals. 
These appeals will not only be dis- 
regarded, but will turn him away 
from our cause and make him alter 
the high regard he seems to have 
formed for the deaf. 

They may cause him to drop plans 
he may be forming to assist the N. 
A. D. in the matter of its endow- 
ment fund. 

I am informed that he has already 
had a conference with those on whose 
advice he largely depends in his 
benefactions, and that these persons 
have asked for and received informa- 
tion concerning the National Associa- 
tion, and particularly the uses to 
which the endowment fund is to be 
put. 

What Mr. Rockefeller's ultimate 
action will be no one knows, but for 
the sake of the National Association, 
for the sake of the American deaf as 
a whole, and for their own sak 
would earnestly ask that all those 
who contemplate writing begging 
letters to Mr. Rockefeller, do not 
write them. The chances are he will 
never see them, and if he does that 
not only will they be disregarded, 
but that he may abandon whatever 
present plans he may have of as 
ing the deaf through the N. A. D. 

The whole matter rests on the 
knees of the gods and our part is to 
remain silent and await the outcome. 
It may result in a great blessing to 
the American deaf.

Since jeweled rings are such a 
widespread fashion fo-day, it is in- 
[ D g to know that wonderful 
with emeralds, rubies, sap- 
phires, diamonds, tuiquoise and all 
our favorite stones, were just as 
popular among men and women two 
thousand years ago. 

In the days of Csfisar, a Roman 
king, not only the first joint* of the 
fingers were covered with jewels, 
but the second joints also, and for 
this use rings were made with small 
beads A nch Roman often wore 
as many as sixty rings at once, and 
usually kept them on even when 
asleep in his bed. 

Frequently the bands and set- 
tings of those Roman rings were 
hollow, so that the weight 
would be lessened, for the task of 
carrying around sixty solid gold 
rings set with jewels would be more 
thee even a vain Roman was will- 
ing to undertake.
